TARU Activities at the ITU 

Working Parties 1A and 1B of the International 
Telecommunication 
Union's (ITU) Study Group 1 will meet in Geneva from 21 to 28 June. A 
major item of discussion will be protection of radio services from interfer- 
ence from Broadband over Powerline (BPL), called Power Line Communications 
(PLC or PLT) in Europe. 

The International Amateur Radio Union (TARU) has already contrib- 
uted to the ITU-R report SM2158, Impact of Power Line Telecommunication 
Systems on Radiocommunication Systems Operating in the LF, MF, HF and 
VHF Bands below 80 MHz. This report shows the acceptable criteria for 
degradation of the HF radio noise floor caused by BPL is defined as being 
0.5 dB. Work in WPIA will concentrate on the protection of radio services 
from the effects of BPL in range from 80 - 200 MHz.

Ham Radio at Friedrichshafen 


Every year for the past 35 years, the DARC, the German Amateur 
Radio Society arranges and presents Ham Radio at the Messe at Frie- 
drichshafen in southern Germany - just across the road from the Messe is 
the most impressive Zeppelin Museum. 

Ham Radio 2010 is the meeting place of amateur radio in Europe and 
I am told that some 18 000 radio amateurs visit the event. In addition, it is 
not only radio amateurs from Europe who attend - I saw radio amateurs 
from Australia and Argentina, from the USA and Canada and from the Mid- 
dle East. I am sure that each and every European country is represented in 
the crowds. It is the meeting of old friends and the making of new friends. 

T saw one huge hall filled with stalls from various member societies - 
ARRL, RSGB, UBA - Belgium, PZK - Poland, USKA - Switzerland, DARC - 
Germany (not the Durban amateur radio club), RAAG - Greece, Italy, Slova- 
kia, Croatia, Turkey to mention some. ICOM, Yaesu, Kenwood, WIMO had 
stands and doing business - there are too many to mention. It is antennas, 
radios, amplifiers, computers, QRP, QSLs, tools, etc, etc. At one of the 
DARC stands, young people had the opportunity to do basic kit building, at 
the ARRL stand, you could have your QSL cards checked for DXCC awards. 

There are two large halls for the flea markets - I estimate the halls 
are 120 metre long by 100 metres wide with 10 rows of tables (if not more) 
running down the length - I saw everything a radio amateur would need. Vin- 
tage radios, military radios, valves, test equipment, components, computers, 
too much to mention. The flea market items come from Germany, Switzer- 
land, France, Hungary, Slovenia and many more. 
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There is a programme of lectures and interactive ses- 
sions covering a wide variety of subjects - this while the flea 
market and main hall are filled with people, people eating, drink- 
ing and enjoying themselves. The programme for Ham Radio 2010 
was sent out on the HF Happenings mailing list some time ago. 

There are two restaurants and about six different 
places to get a plate of food and beer or cooldrinks. There is a 
caravan park and a camping site - if you do not want to stay ina 
hotel. 

All the prices are marked in Euros - main hall and flea 
market. The exchange rate is about R9 something to the Euro 
and I saw a new laptop with Windows 7 for 79 Euro - about R711! 
What do we pay for a loptop? I purchased a SMA to BNC adap- 
tor and a K400 antenna mount for 39 Euro (about R270). I am 
too scared to ask what the price is in South Africa - double, tri- 
ple? 


I believe every radio amateur should attend Ham Radio in Frie- 
drichshafen! It has been a fantastic experience for me and one 
that I will remember for a long time. Maybe we should get a 
South African contingent to Ham Radio in Friedrichshafen - 
Emirates offer good prices between Johannesburg and Zurich, 
then by train, ferry and bus to southern Germany. Bring your 
tent and sleeping bag and toothbrush!

Ethics and Operating Procedures for the Ra- 


dio Amateur 
Over the past decades, the behaviour of the radio ama- 
teurs on the bands has significantly deteriorated. In 2008, John 
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Devoldere, ON4UN and Marc Demeuleneere, ON4WW, wrote a comprehensive document enti- 
tled "Ethics and Operating Procedures for the Radio Amateur", a document aiming 
to become a universal guide for newcomers and old-timers alike on the sub- 
ject of operating ethics and operating procedures. In 2008, this document was accepted by the 
TARU Administrative Council, the highest body of the IARU, as representing the point of view 
of the IARU on the subject. Two years later the manual has been translated in more than 25 
languages, with more coming. To achieve easier access to all of the existing versions, the au- 
thors have set up a website, www.ham-operating-ethics.org.
